PEKIN, Jan. 15.—Germany has demanded 
a %-year lease of Kiao Chau and a large 
.@rea surrounding it. China offers to lease 
the bay and shores only for 60 years. Here 
the matter rests. The Germans insist on 
the right to build rallroads and work 
mines whenever they wish. 

It is reported that a railroad from Kiao 
Chau to Binan Fu has been agreed to, the 
Germans acquiring mining rights for a 
mile on each side of the line and the Chin- 
ese to be admitted as shareholders.

Kerens Is Said to Have Oalled a Gath- 


ering of Clans.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 15.—A big delegation 
of Missouri Republican office seekers will 
come to Washington in the next few days. 
Their visit is in answer to a request sent 
out by National Committeeman Kerens and 
his Washington lieutenants. The plan is 
to storm the White House and get the 
President to dispose of all the patronage 
in St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph and 
Springfield. The President will be asked to 
Settle all the muddiles in the Eastern and 
Western Districts so that the Republicans 
may cease fighting for patronage and pay 
gome attention to the State and Congres- 
sional] campaigns. Committeeman Kerens 
and his adherents claim that the President 
in thus delaying matters is complicating 
any chances th@ Republican party in the 
State may have and seriously jeopardizing 
the Congressional] Districts now represented 
by Republicans. The Western District pre- 
gents more complications than St. Louis. 
Maj. Warner is still a factor in Kansas 
City, whereas Chauncey I. Filley has been 
eliminated in St. Louis. Because of the 
Great number of applicants for the big 
places, there will be no agreement on a 
“slate” without a big prelimimary row.

I cannot discuss them with you, 
but I ask my friends everywhere to rely that I am working for nothing but vin- 
dication and justice. 

“T do not attack our army. No man has a greater tenderness and greater re- 
epect for it. I accuse the military chiefs of conniving in this great injustice, and 
I shall prove my words. I can say no more at present.” 

The Post-Dispatch representative saw Mme. Dreyfus who, in reply to his in- 
quiry, said: 

“It is a calumnious falsehood to state that my poor husband confessed his 
guilt. He always protested and centinues to protest his absolute innocence. A 
fair, open inquiry is all we need to establish it.”

All Europe Believes That Dreyfus 
Ghould Be Freed. 

LONDON. Jan. 15.—The new phase into 
which the Dreyfus case has entered ts a 
distinct advance. The era of secret courts- 
martial is over and a civil and public 
court will have to Investigate Emile Zola’s 
charges of persistent distorting of justice, 
The behavior of military authorities in 
“burking’” the inquiry casts the gravest 
reflections upon the oft-asserted honor of 
the French Army, which has shown an 
obstinate determination to stick together, 
right or wrong. 

Outelde of France, all Burope believes 
Dreyfus is the victim of @ villainous con- 
spiracy, and the prosecuti@g of Zola has 
broadened the question, for the whole 
French ermy i now virtually placed on 
trial. The gravity of the situation is en- 
hanced, because the whole of France ts in 
a state of growing hysterical excitement.

Gen. Segura told me in the presence of 
Canalejas: “The happlest day of my life 
will be when war {s declared against the 
United States.”

WAGES REDUCED TO-MORROW. 


WHAT THEY ARE GETTING NOW 
Is JUST BARELY ENOUGH 
TO LIVE ON. 


$45,000,000 CAPITAL TO FIGHT 


Mill Owners Say They Can Pay No 
More—The Ring-Spinning 
Machine Specter. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Jan. 15.—A quarter 
of a million workers in the New Engiand 
cotton mills will strike next Saturday. 
When the weavers and carders and spin- 
ners took their wages home to-night it was 
with the bitter realization that next Satur- 
day night the eighty big mills of this cfty, 
all the mills in New Bedford and the other 
towns that have thrived chiefly through 
the spend'ng of the wages of the workers 
will have.mo payrolls, if the mutual] threats 
of - acturers and workmen are carried 
. ect. This will be done unless some 


unre. cseen intervention arrives. 

The air is filled with rumors of the im- 
pending paralysis of the :ndustry. Meetings 
of the unions of weavers, spinners and 
carders have been called for to-night In ev- 
ery town where there is a cotton milk ine 
men, women and girls who work in ‘thes 
mills have determined that under no Bore 
tion will they accept the unqual fied reduc- 
tion of wages. The manufacturers are not 
a whit less determined that the reduction 
Shall begin with the rising of Monday’s sun 
than they were when the notice was first 
given. 

It means that 20,000 workers must ac- 
cept a reduction of 11 1-9 per cent in their 
wages or ‘‘quit work,’’ as the manufactur. 
ers term it. 

In the words of the working men and 
women themselves it means a stupendous 
#trike, for the wages being paid at present 
are claimed to be as small ag it is possibile 
for them to accept. The cotton workers 
have before tasted the bitternessfof an over- 
roduction of cotton goods. Neyer before 
ave their hearts been so utterty bowed 
down as they are to-day ,as they stand fac- 
ing the most desperate battle of all. 

A season of poverty and hunger these 
men and women and girls are prepared to 
undergo, if it meang tHat ultimately a suf- 
fiency of food and-comforts is to follow. 
But the struggle upon which they are about 
to enter is against fearful odds, with no 
such rosy promise of the final outcome. 

The specter that hovers over their homes 
is the threatened introduction of the ring- 
spinning frame. The present spinning 
machine requires amantorunit. The ring- 
spinning machine does not. Under the old 
system of ‘‘mule’’ spinning the men engaged 
in the mills have been certain that sooner 
or later their labor must again become ab- 
solutely necessary to the manufacturers. 

When the ring-spinning machines are put 
in, a child—a mere strip of a girl ora young 
woman, too. weak to fight for adequate 
wages, too timid to stand up for the rights 
that the laws were enacted to secure for 
her, and growing weaker still for the lack 
of the wholesome food that the competent 
wages of a husband or brother would buy— 
can attend them and supplant the men 


‘workers altogether. 


The market price of cotton goods has been 
forced down, so that now the manufac- 
turers claim that they are able to get only 
16.5 cents a pound for the cotton that it 
requires 16 84 cents a pound to manufacture. 
The claim of the manufacturers is that 
there appears in the ienmediate future no 


out to the workers any hope that wages 
will be again advanced. ‘‘The-wages will 
be reduced Monday next,’’ the manufac- 
turers have replied. There is no appeal. 
The situation seems almost as alarming 
to the mill owners and bankers who have 
placed large loans upon the respect of 
continued prosperity Im the cotton goods 
business as it isto the families of the work- 
ingmen. There are $45,000,000 invested in 
cotton mills in Fall River alone. There are 
several million of dollars in loans secured 


the entire amount was in 
of being wiped out by the utter ru‘n of the 
cotton goofis business in New England, 

There is more than the mere matter of 
overproduction. In the South there has 
sprung up an opposition to the cotton manu- 
facturing industry in the Narthb that ts des- 
tined, these capital'sts say, to shortly drive 
New England out of the business. What- 
ever the cause, the terrible effects of the 
impending strike are apparent and appall- 
ing, 
There are a few small accounts at the 
savings banks that may be called upon by 
the operatives; a little money in their 
treasunes that will support them for a few 

weeks or months at most. Then what is to 
come 

It biatcas little difference what the econ- 
omic reasons may be if there is to be no 
work. The fact that the remainder of the 
winter is to be the most trying period in 
the lives of the cotton spinners and weavers 
may be due to Southern competition or to 
prosperity elsewhere that enables women 
to wear woolen dresses, but such a state-

GERMANY IS STILL STUBBORN. 


NOTHING THAT SAVORS EVEN 
SLIGHTLY OF REBELLION IS 
OFFICIALLY SANCTIONED.

,A STUBBORN YOUNG SOLDIER. 


(He Has Been in Prison a Year and 
May Stay Two More Because 
of His Religion.

BPRLIN, Jan. 15.—This is a year that 
will be filled with revolutionary echoes, 
King Humbert of.Italy gave his official 
‘ganction to the th anniversary of the 
Sicilian rebellion, which paved the way for 
United Italy. He sent hig eldest son to 
represent him in Palermo, and also sent 
@ dispatch referring to the events of 1848 as 
“A glorious struggle of liberty.’”’ 
That struggle went on in France, Austria 
and Germany, every~ here paving the way 
for better government. Germany alone has 
not frankly recognized the worth of the 
brave men who died for love of country in 
that eventful year. In SGerlin there is a 
glorious monument to the soldiers who fired 
into the mob, but the Government takes no 
step to do equal honor to the citizens who 
faced these troops. 
There has been a violent altercation in 
the Municipal Council of Berlin regarding 
a monument proposed in honor of those who 
fell fighting in the streets of the German 
capital in 1848. It was preposed to place an 
inscription merely recording that the mon- 
ument was raised by the city of Berlin, but 
this appeared revolutionary in the eyes of 
the Government, for it seemed to be a 
condonation of the rebellion. The official 

ress strives in every way to degrade the 
mportance of this historic episode and per- 
haps it may succeed. 

We hear little'of German-African colonies 
nowadays, mainly because they offer no in- 
ducement to white settlers. It was, there- 
fore, with some surprise that I saw a cabi- 
net order to the effect that in German- 
East Africa alone there had been in the 
past year nine separate wars, entitling the 
participants to special d stinction. 


The Governor of the country is a famous } 


military writer and strategist, who knows 
Russia better than any other German of- 
ficer. He is destined for a better post ulti- 
mately, and is meanwhile enjoying sold.er 
practice, such as it is. 

Some time ago the German Minister of 
Foreign Affairs—Baron Von Marschall— 
discovered that the Berlin political poi.ce 
Were engaged in blackmailing operations, 
whose object was to drive him out of office. 


Baron Marscha!l is a broad, statesmanlike | 


man, and as such is hated by the Prussian 
landlord or junker class, who tolerate no 
One but men of feudal tastes. 

Baron Marschall took refuge in publicity, 
and the famous trial ensued in which it was 
shown that the Prussian secret police em- 
ployed forgers and perjurers in the cause 
of what they please to consider the inter- 
ests of good government, and a certain 
ecoundrel official narned Von Tausch was 
convicted by the.court of malfeasance in 
office and of being, therefore, unfit to hold 
any position of trust. 


holding office of the same rank and salary 
as he formerly enjoyed, whereas his victim, 
Baron Marschall, was turned out of office 
and sent to a vastly inferior post. 

There is a German soldier named Throe- 
ner, ‘belonging to the Ninth Company of the 
Kaiser Alexander Regiment, who has been 
Over a year under arrest, and will have a 
couple of vears more to serve in Spandau 
Fortress. The authorities admit that Throe- 
ner is an exemplary workman and the main 
support of hts mother in Alsace. Ever 
since being recruited, however, he has been 
in jail because he belongs to a Protestant 
sect somewhat akin to Quakers, and his 
conscience YTorbids him taking up arms. 
Bullying, cajoling and hard prison fare 
have all been tried in vain upon this mod- 
ern Luther. It seems odd that such a case 
is possible at such a place and in such a 
year.

Albert rr. Luster, the Victim, Has a 
Shop on Olive Street and Is 
Reputed to Be Very 
Wealthy. 


Albert H. Luster is 5 years old and lives 
alone in a little shop at 2012% Olive atreet. 
He works at repairing stoves, but is re- 
puted to be wealthy. 

Of late he has had more than his share of 
bad luck. Last night at 9:30 o’clock he was 
dragged from his wagon on the Clayton 
road and assaulted by robbers. His assa/l- 
ants found $6. In their haste they over- 
looked a roll of bills which the old man 
carried in his sock. 

Yesterday morning Luster left his shop 


for a skirmish in the country. He left word 
with one of his neighbors that he would be 
back about dark. He went to Ferguson and 
Clayton mn a wagon to repair stoves. 

After a successful day’s business the old 
man started back to the city. The return 
trip was without incident until he reached 
a point about two miles northwest of the 
city limits. He was jogging along at a 
merry pace when a.mam sprang from the 
roadside and grabbed the bridle of his 
horse. 

Before the old man could think what 
was happening, two other men jumped up 
on e‘ther side of his wagon. The horse had 
hardly stopped before one of the men dealt 
Luster a blow on the back of the neck. He 
thinks he was hit with some blunt instru- 
ment, probably a slungshot or a sandbag. 
The blow staggered him. 

While he was dazed two of the robbers 
dragged him- from the wagon and rifled his 
pockets. When they found only $6 they 
cursed their luck. The transaction occupied 
but a few minutes. The old man was 
bundle back into his wagon and was ordered 
to drive on in a hurry and above all things 
to keep quiet. 

As rapidly as possible the victim reached 
the city and gave the alarm. Last night 
he was out late trying to help detectives 
find a clew. Thg old man was unable to 
give the offjcers an accurate description of 
his assailants, 

Last September, while Luster was living 
on a farm near Clayton, he was the 3'c-~ 
tim of a fiendish incendiary plot. It” was 
known throughout the neighborhood that 
he slept in his wagon out in a grove near 
his. house. The wagon had a top, One 
night unknown miscreants piled hay around 
the wagon and burned ft. Lackily for the 
old man, he was not sleeping there that 
night. He visited the city during the day 
and remained over night. That is how he 
saved himself from cremgtion. 

After that incident Luster moved tto the 
city and established himself at 2012% Olive 
street. He occupies a little shop between a 
grocery store and a big three-story rooming 
house. He sleeps in the rear of the shop. 

Luster is not a miser, yet he is generally 
understood to have money. In answer to 
all inquiries he says he has “enough to 
keep him the balance of his days.’’ No-

THE HAWAIIAN TREATY. 


Complete Text of the Agreement with 
\ the United States. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The first Ha- 
waian treaty was laid before the Senate by 
President Harrison Feb. 15, 1893, just before 
the close of his term of office. It was not 
ected upon, and was withdrawn by Pres- 
ident Cleveland soon after he came into of- 
fice. The present treaty was presented to 
the Senate by President (McKinley June 16, 
1897. Following is the complete text:

ISLANDS AND PEOPLE. 


Recent Events in the History of the 
Hawaiian Group. 


The Hawaiian Islands are eight in num- 
ber—Hawali, Kahoolawe, Lanai, Maul, Mo- 
lakail, Oalu, Kauai and Nilhau. The group 
lies in the Pacific Ocean, about 2000 miles 
from San Francisco. They have a total 
area of about 6740 square m_les—equal to 
about one-tenth of the area of Missouri. 
At the last census, taken five years ago, 
the population numbered 90,000, about 15,000 
of this number being Americans and Eurv- 

eans. The Japanese outnumber all other 
ce oem there being 24,000 of that na- 
tionality on the islands, The ch ef industry 
is sugar and coffee cultivation. The exports 
and imports in 18% amounted to $14,188,- 
155.69, and of this eum §$12,908,508.92 was done 
with the United States. 

Honolulu is the ates and chief c'ty. It 
has a population of §,000. Queen Liliuaka- 
lani, ruler of the Hawalian monarchy, was 
deposed Jan, 3, 1893. The present repubiic 
was created Jan. 4, with President Dole at 
its head. There ts no cable connect on with 
the ielands, but two lines from the Pacific 
Coast to Honolulu have been projected, The 
ordinary sailing time of ships from San 
Francisco to Honolulu is about seven days.

Following is a brief history of the part 
the United States has played in Hawaiian 
affairs: 

Queen Liiiuokalani, who is now in this 
country, was deposed on Jan, 3, 1893. as 
she claims through the co-operation of the 
United States Minister and marines of the 
American cruiser Boston, under command 
of Capt. Wise, then in the port of Honolulu. 
On the next day a proclamation was issued 
by the Provisional Government which was 
established on the ruins of monarchy, cre- 
ating a republic. On Feb. 1, Minister Ste- 
vens declared the néw government under 
the protection of the United States, by rais- 
ing the Stars and stripes over the public 
buildings _at Honolulu, and the reading of 
& proclamation. Th:s act, Mr. Stevens 
claims, was done by request of the Provis- 
ional Government, which felt itself unable 
to stand alone, and desired annexation to 
the United States. On Feb. 3 Hawaiian an- 
nexation commissioners, sent out by the 
protected republic, arrived in Washington 
and laid a request for annexation before 
Mr. Foster, Secretary of State. 

Two weeks later, on the 16th, President 
Harrison sent a snecial message to the 
Senate favoring the annexation of the 
islands, accompanied by a copy of the pro- 
posed treaty with the Hawalian Provisional) 
Government for ratificat.on. No action was 
taken by the Senate, and on March 4 Mr. 
Cleveland was inaugurated. One of his first 
Official acts, on March 9, was to send a 
special message to the Senate recalling the 
treaty submitted by the Harrison adminis- 
tration, and on March 18 ex-Congressman 
Blount of Georgia was sent to Hawaii as 
Mr. Cleveland’s spec'al commissioner to in- 
vestigate the true condition of affairs there 
and report to the President. Mr. Blount 
arrived in Hawail on March 27. On the 
5th of April, by his order, the United 
States flag was hauled down from the pub- 
lic build ngs and the marines from the 
cruiser Boston, who had been doing duty 
on shore as guards for the Provisional Gov. 
ernment, were ordered back to their ship 
The protectorate established by Minister 
Stevens was revoked and M. Stevens left 
Hawali. Having concluded h‘s investiga- 
tions, Mr. Blount returned to Washington 
and Mr. Albert S. Willis of Kentucky was 
appointed by President Cleveland as Min- 
ister to Hawail. The next step in the Ha. 
wa-ian question was the letter of Secretary 
of State Gresham to President Cleveland 
in effect recommending the intervention of 
the United States Government to restore 
Queen Lilioukalan! to the throne of Hawai! 
The next important action was the sending 
of a new comm’ssion from*Havraii to Wash- 
ington, and the negotiation of the present 
treaty, and !ts ratification by the Hawaiian 
Government,

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DR. BERNAYS TELLS HOW HE. 
REMOVED A MAN'S STOMACH 


Thinks the Patient Would Have Survived the Operation Had 
His Vitality Not Been so Wasted With Disease. 


Dr, A. C. Bernays has written a state- 
ment of the operation removing Conrad 
Beck’s stomach. After detailing how he cut 
open the body and took out the stomach, 
following the natural lines that would pre- 
sent themselves to @ surgeon, he says: 

“Tt was apparent that the only chance to 
save the patient’s life consisted in removing 
the entire organ, and this was accomplished 
in a few more strokes with the scissors; in 
fact, the whole operation was performed 
by the scissors. 

“The next step was the joining together 
of the two ends of the alimentary canal. 
This done, the most difficult and most im- 
portant part of the operation was next at- 
tempted. This consisted in making 4 per- 
fect union by stitches between the two ends: 
It was found very difficult to bring the 
ends of the aesophagus downward, and the 
pylorus had to be drawn upward fully four 
and one-half inches. The stitching occu- 
pied the longest time. 

“The posterior edges of the two ends of 
the canal were stitched first by seven 
stitches. These were tied on the inside. 
The interior stitches were not so easy to 
apply, and had to be made with curved 
Kelly needles. Only eight stitches were 
used on the sides and front of the line of 
suture. ' 

“The abdominal organs being replaced in 
their proper positions, the operation was 
concluded by the cleansing of the abdom- 
inal cavity. ; 

“The final steps in the opera ion consisted 
in the closure of the first cut in the abdom. 
inal wall, by which the cavity had been 
opened. This was done by the through and 
through stitches. Fifteen stitches were 


used to do this. The operation lasted two 
hours six minutes. 

‘During the operation the patient’s pulse 
kep: fairly well and his breathing was res- 
ular, except during the first part of the 
gp ee anaesthesia. The patient was 
not a good subject. He was very much 
emaciated and of a waxy complexion. The 
patient suffered no pronounced shock; in 
fact, was conscious one-half hour after its 
comple.ion. He rallied remarkab.y well and 
his pulse was only 98 after he Was com- 
fortably established in this bed. 

“Twenty-four hours after the operation 
there was no pain nor redness and no signs 
of infection. His temperature then was 984 
degrees and his pulse was 114 per minute. 
He wanted food badly. His mind was clear 
at this time and there seemed to be a good 
chance for his recovery. 

“During the day he became more restless. 
His pulse in the evening ran up to 126 per 
minute, and he gradually seemed to get 
weaker. He died about forty-six and one- 
half or forty-seven hours after the oper- 


ation, 

“T wish to add that the operation, in my 
opinion, failed to result in a cure in this 
case because the patient was too weak and 
had been laboring under the effects of mal- 
nutrition, caused by the cancerous ‘growth 
in the stomach so long that the patient’s 
constitution and vitality were undermined 
more than we could possibly surmise. The 
physician who sent the case to me for oper. 
ation had been misled by the symptoms. 

‘The next case of removal of the entire 
stomach that I will perform will resultina 
eure. I have learned a great deal by this 
first experience, and I believe that the op- 
eration will become aa safely and surely a 
legitimate surgical operation for the treat- 
ment of cancer of the stomach as the re- 
moval of the womb or of the female breast 
for cancer of these organs are now.

OPERATION OF THE METALLIO 
CIRCUIT BEGAN AT 2 O'CLOCK 
THIS MORNING. 


THERE WAS NOT A HITCH. | 


As the Clock Struck There Was a 
Change From the Old to a 
Better Service. 


“Now will you use your old telephone?” 
If you do you'll be lonesome. There won't 
be anybody to talk to at the other end of 
the wire 

That nice new ‘phone in your office was 
put in commission at 2 o’clock this morning. 
The changing of the service in the business 
district of the Bell Telephone Co, from the 


overhead to the underground system was| 


made. without a hitch. The work that had 
been going forward for months had been 
done so well that when the time for its con- 
summation came everything moved wiih 
admirable smoothness, 

As the clock etruck 2 the center of the 
system shifted from Fourth and Pine streets 


to Tenth and Olive. 

Eight operators took their places at the 
ewitchboard in the new ceniral office on 
the top floor of the Telephone puienne 
It was the dullest hour of the &, the dul 
est day of the week and there were not 
cails enough to cause confusion. 

The operatora at the old exchange re- 
mained at their posts to inform subscribers 
using the oid Mnes that the new ‘phones 
had been placed in service, 

In all 3,100 telephones were placed on the 
metallic circuit. This includes all instru- 
ments in the business portion of the city. 
Those in the residence section will continue 
to be Fs tenes under the old system until 
all of the wires are underground. 

The equipment of the new central office 
fs marvelous in intricacy and detail. 

From the front the great switchboard, 
extending elghty feet along the west side 
of the room, is pretty to look at, It is only 
when one goes behind the scenes that he 
realizes what it all means. In hat room 
and a smaller one adjoining there are 3,030 
miles of wire, and you can’t see an inch of 
it from “in front.”’ Of this wire 1,000 miles 
is concealed behind and beneath the beauti- 
fully finished hardwood exterior of the 
switchboard, all in a space eighty feet long 
and less than five feet wide. 

The other 2000 miles are in the emailer 
rooms in the relay and distributing boards. 
If all of this wire were strung in a single 
strand it would reach to San Francisco and 
half way back to £t. Louis. 

The operator under the new system will 
have use for both ‘her «yes and ears. The 
girl that can dhew gum and hold Oe ae 
in the new exchange will be a wonder. is 
is how the new operator will connect two 
lines when you call up: 

Theinstant you take the receiver from the 
hook a tiny electric lamp, that looks like a 
pearl push button when not In use,will light 
up on the switchboard in fromt of the opera- 
tor. The number besides the lamp will show 
wiro you are. She putsa plug in a hole un- 
der the little lamp and your Ught goes out. 
At that instant another lamp, one of @ 
wir on the table in front of the operator, 
fiehte, She asks you, ‘“‘What number?” She 
puts a plug where it will the most good 
and the other lamp of the pair on the table 
is iNuminated. ‘nhs shows that you are 
connected with the number you called for. 

When you are through talking you put 
your phone back on the hook. ne of the 
pair of Nights goes out. The man at the 
other end does likewise and the other lit- 
tle lamp takes a reeset. Then the operator 
knows you are both through talking and 
she pulla the plug from the hole opposite 
your number. t looks complicate: on 
paper, but the management ‘lieves the 
work of the opera‘ora will be lighter than 
under the old system. 

Sill they are not taking any chances. 
Until the force fa familiar with the system 
the force of operatora will be ~~ w lian 
vuaual. At the Pine street office 48 opera- 
tors attended to the buainess circuit. The 
number will temporarily at least be iIn- 
creased to 68. The operators have been 
trained tn relayae for two weeka and most 
of phen are able to work the new system 
well. 

You'll get just as much “toot toot" for 
your money as you did under the old eys- 
tem. The busy signal will rémain un- 
changed. 

The machine that makes the buzzing 
eound ts one of the wonders of the new 
central office. It is the biggest tiing te 
tinake so weak a “holler” one could !mag- 
ine. It ia larger and to the eye much more 
complicated than a healthy dynamo. It 
has all kinds of cogs and the last cog, the 
one that to the unpracticed eye would seem 
to be the least important of the bunch 
makes all the nolse.

COSTLY MONOPOLY SERVICE. 
Congress is called upon to pay out the sum of 
$478,151.26 for-losses sustained by British sub- 
jects through the seizure of their sealing ves- 
sels in Bering Sea. 
To this payment for actual damages must be 
*added enormous expense accounts for policing 
Bering Sea to prevent pelagic sealing. All of 
this money has’ been expended for the purpose 
of protecting a monopoly in the sealing business. 
But the zealous care of the seal monopoly by 
the United States is not limited to costly ma- 
rine policing of the seal haunts, but has taken 
the form of a policing of the ports of entry in 
the United States. All seal garments must be 
registered as not made of furs obtained by pe- 
lagic sealing or be subject to seizure. The seal 
muffs and coats of the wives of American citi- 
zens, who fail to register the garments, are 
seized if the owners attempt to bring them into 
the country. Seizures are being made daily by 
customs officers. 

Police duty in the interest of a favored mo- 
nopoly cannot be carried beyond this extreme. 
The United States Government has got down 
low in the service of monopoly when it subjects 
Americans to such petty and outrageous tyranny 
for the benefit of monopolists. 

Will Americans be forced to repeat the tea- 
dumping act as a protest against taxation and 
police duty in the interest of monopoly on the 
part of the Government at Washington? 
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Since Dr. Schlatter ‘of Zurich, Switzerland, 
succeeded in removing the stomach of a woman 
without fatal consequences two similar opera- 
tions have been tried in this country—one in 
St. Louis and one in Milwaukee. In both cases 
the patient died. Are the fame-hungry surgeons 
going to make a general raid on the stomachs of 
their patients? How many victims will be sac- 
rifieed to vanity in the name of science by imi- 
tators of the eminent Zurich surgeon? 
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THE OLD BIBLE. 

It is to be hoped that the learned British and 
American scholars who are completing another 
version of the Bible will be satisfied with the 
joy of their werk and the praise of biblical 
critics. : 

It is not likely that they will find other re- 
ward, It is certain that they will never see 
their version supplant the King James version 
as the Bible of the Protestant pulpit and peo- 
ple of English speaking races. 

New versions of the Bible are interesting cu- 
riosities. They may serve to give the critical 
student new light on the meaning of original 
words and phrases. They may be excellent com- 
mentaries on the Bible. But take the place of 
the old Bible—never! 

The old Bible is firm in both the minds and 
the affections of English speaking people. They 
are bound tto it by the strongest spiritual ties 
a wetiedn and literature. It is the source of 
their religion and an indissoluble part of their 
literature, woven into the warp and woof of 
all English literature written since it was writ- 
ten. It is bone of their bone anda flesh of their 
flesh. It is a fountain of pure and undefiled 
English, refreshing and inspiring alike to bab- 
bling childhood and mumbling age. It is linked 
with the tenderest sentiments, the sweetest as- 
sociations and the dearest relations of human 
‘life—birth, marriage, death. 

If the King James version were wholly dis- | 
sociated from religion it would stand as a mode] 
of literature, so perfect in its honesty, simplicity 
and beauty of diction that it would be sacri- 
legious to change a word. The new version may 
‘ ornament the shelves of scholars, but the old 
Bible will stay in the hands of the Bible 
readers. 
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The masses would rather see unscrupulous 
corporation lawyers on the stool of repentance 
than on the bench.

CO-OPERATION’S PROGRESS. 

At the end of fifty years co-operative distri- 
bution has made such wonderful advancement 
in Europe that it is beginning to attract world- 
wide attention. 

The Rochdale Pioneers started in 1844 with a 
capital of $140 and a little store that was the 
ridicule of the neighborhood. Now there are 
1695 co-operative stores in Great Britain, with a

legislation concerning ticket scalping, 
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THE AUTONOMY FARCE. 

The basis of Spain’s appeal to the United 
States for longer time in which to settle the 
insurrection in Cuba was the plan of autonomy 
to be offered the Cubans by Gen. Blanco, 

On behalf of the insurgent Cubans, Gen. Go- 
mez gave an unqualified refusal of autonomy or 
|of any plan of government which involved the 
continuation of Spanish sovereignty on the is- 
land. That Gomez voiced’ the sentiment of the 
insurgents in declaring that they would accept 
nothing but independence is ehown by the ab- 
sence of a single protest on the part of any of 
his followers. 

In the news of the anti-autonomy riots in Ha- 
vana is the indubitable proof that the- Spanish 
royalists in Cuba are as much opposed to au- 
tonomy as the Cuban insurgents. The Spanish 
merchants who are the most ardent defenders 
of Spanish rule and who supply and control the 
volunteers, are wrecking autonomist newspa- 
pers and are shouting, ‘Down with autonomy!” 

When autonomy was proposed its failure was 
a foregone conclusion. It was evident that the 
proposal could not be successfully carried out 
and was a mere scheme to gain time. 

Now Spain's own supporters in Cuba have ex- 
posed the farce. Their greed, which was an 
insuperable obstacle to Cuban home rule, has 
proved too strong to sustain the autonomy pre- 
tense. 

Why should the Unitted States longer consent 
to be a party to an inhuman farce which but 
prolongs the misery of a people and dooms thou- 
sands to death? 
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The grain and cotton producing States have 
a great interest in Mississippi River transporta- 
tion. They will scarcely be likely to elect dele- 
gates who will try to nominate for President 
or Congress any man opposed to the improve- 
ment of our great waterway. 
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Another woman is seeking the appointment 
of Consul. Mrs. Weed of Iowa wants to go to 
Germany or to Switzerland. How is Mr. Mc- 
Kinley ever to pay his political debts if there is 
to be a feminine rush for the offices? 
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If matrimony in Iowa has become so dull un- 
der McKinley that the magistrates are driven 
to cutting rates, the West is as bad off as New 
England, where cotton manufacturing is 50 
rapidly declining. 
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Mr. McKinley is not disposed to denounce the 
Ohio “traitors.” They cannot be spared from 
the party. His desire for a second term has 
given the President political wisdom. 
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It would be very poor economy to cut Missis- 
sippi River appropriations. Such economy 
would mean high freights and dull business. 
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In the light of Detroit’s illuminating experi- 
ence, why should St. Louis pay $20 more per 
lamp than the City of the Straits? 
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With McKenna congratulating Hanna, the 
trusts will have more confidence than ever in 


the rew Justice. 
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Attorney-General Crow may prove himself an 
eagle in his descent upon the grabbers.

THE HEAD OF A PHARAOH. 


Dr. Robinson of the Church of the Puritans, New 


York, Thinks He Has a Historic Relic.

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—The Rev. Charles 8. Rob- 
inson, D. D., pastor of the Church of the Puritans, 
in Harlem, is the possessor of a mummy head. He 
firmly believes it to be that of Menephtar, the 


“Pharaoh of the Exodus,’ who. according to tra- 
dition, renounced the authority of the God of 
Israel, acknowledged by the earlier Pharaohs, and 
inaugurated a System of Polytheism, embracing the 
famous worship of sacred animals, which was 
firmly established in Egypt. 

Prof. Wilson, the American photographer,” said 
Dr. Robinson, ‘“‘was taking pictures around the 
Deir-El-Bahari Ampitheater, when he noticed mys- 
terious actions by an Arab, whose cloak seemed to 
bulge out as if he were hiding something. The 
Arab strolled up to the photograher, saying: 
Mummee, mummee.’ He drew the head of Men- 
ephtar from under his cloak and offered it for sale. 
After some dickering Prof. Wilson purchased it 
for the sum of $5 and transferred it to me.”’ 

Dr. Robinson keeps it in an old hat box wrapped 
up in a brightly colored piece of cloth, which was 
around it when it was bought from the Arab. 

“In all probability you are gazing on the head 
of the Pharaoh of the Ten Plagues,”’ said Dr. Rob- 
inson, “and if so those are the lips from which 
came the famous question: ‘Who is Jehovah that 
. obey him?’ He probably knows now who 

e is.’’ 

The mummy head is Ha remarkably good state 
of preservation. The chin is firm and resolute and 
the cheek bones high. If appearances count for 
anything, this mummy is that of no common HB7zyp- 
tian, but a ruler of that nation. 

Menephtar was the thirteenth son of Rameses. 
According to tradition, Ramewses lived to be nearly 
100 years old and married three times. The whole 
number of his children is believed to have been 170, 
of whom 11l were sons and 59 daughters, 


NEW FRENCH AMBASSADOR. 


Speeches a Little Out of the Usual Made in the 
Presentation at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan, 15.—The new French 
Ambaseador, Jules Cambon, was presented to Pres- 
ident McKinley to-day at 11 o'clock. The presenta- 
tion was performed by Secretary Sherman, who did 
not receive the Ambassador at the State Depart- 


ment according to the usual custom, but met him 
at the White House. M. Cambon was accompanied 
by Paul Le Favire, who has been the Charge of 
the Embassy since the departure of M. Patenotre, 
and also by three other members of the Embassy 
staff, all arrayed in full uniform and making an 
impressive spectacle on the broad portico of the 
White House. The party was received in the red 
parlor by the President. The speeches were a lit- 
tle out of the ordinary run of commonplaces, from 
the fact that they breathed on both sides an at- 
tachment growing out of ancient alliance of ‘the 
United States and France,

cline by an Experiment.

She says 
that after putting her into a hypnotic condition he 
was unable to restore consciousness, She was car- 
ried to bed, and for ten hours remained uncon- 
At that time she weighed 160 pounds; her 
weight now is 118. She has become despondent, 
and fears she will have consumption. The physi- 
cians have been unable to arrest the progress of 
her disease. They attr.bute it to the hypnotic ex- 
periment. 


MAJ. POWELLIS SECURE. 


The President Will Give His Old Commander a 
Place in Spite of Mason and Cullom’s Opposition.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—President Mc- 
Kinley has withstood the combined attacks of 
Senators Mason and Cullom, and has told them 
flatly that Maj. Powell of Belleville will be the 
next Collector of Internal Revenue for the South- 
ern District of Illinois. 

Maj. Powell was commander of President Mc- 
Kinley’s. regiment, and when Senators Cullom and 
Mason combined against him in favor of Chapman, 
Senator Cullom’s friend, the President told them 
that they would have to fight Maj. Powell in the 
Senate, as he intended to send in his name. 
Whether the two Senators will care to do this is 
problematic. 


MARINE FIREMEN’S UNION. 


A Branch of the Steamboat Workers, Holding 
Charters Under the A. F. of L. 


The Marine Firemen were organized in St. Louls 
in April, 1891, by Henry White, president, with 
thirty-five members. Memphis and Vicksburg were 
organized next, then New Orleans, then Cairo, 
Pittsburg and Cincinnati. In all there are ten 
Unions, holding charters under the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. Mr. Henry White was commis- 
eioned organizer through the kindness of Mr. A. 8. 
Leitch and the Union. Record of St. Louis. The 
scarcity of steamboats, low water, etc., has caused 
a great many of the firemen to seek other fields of 
labor. Owing to this defection the Unions are not 
in as flourishing a condition as they have been in 
the past. The Marine Firemen's Union has been a 
success throughout. There have been no differences 
between the Unions and the steamboat owners, 
with the exception of the strike of 1892. 

The engineers and owners have been well pleased 
with the class of firemen Yurnished by the Union, 
and we shall continue to use our utmost endeavors 
to elevate the standard of our members socially, 
mechanically and otherwise.

Some of the American Cruisers Need Much More 
Modern Armament. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan: 15.—Secretary of the 
Navy Long sent a recommendation to Congress to- 
day for an appropriation of $50,000 for improve- 
ments in the battery of the cruiser Chicago, and 
accompanying it is a strong report of Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt, in which he points out some 
weaknesses of the navy. Mr. Roosevelt says the 
Chicago is being rebuilt at a cost cons:derably 
greater than was her original contract price, and 
says the department will be inexcusable if it turns 
out a new ship with old defective guns for her 
main battery, It will be expensive to put four new 
guns aboard the Chicago, but no more than 6 per 
cent of the total expenditure on repairs. He says: 

“In the event of war, if any disaster happened 
to one of our ships owing to her possessing an an- 
tiquated battery, a heavy responsibility will rest 
on the Navy Department for failing to ask for 
means to meet its needs. 

“T earnestly wish we could as s0on as possible 
withdraw from active service the cruisers fitted 
with slow fire guns and substitute ehips with rapid 
fire batteries. 

“At present the real fighting efficiency of ships 
like the Raleigh, Cincinnati, Marblehead, Mont- 
gomery and Olympia compared: with foreign ves- 
sels of the same nominal class stands high, while 
the reverse is the case of ships like the Baltimore, 
San Francisco and Yorktown. 

“T have just been talking with Capt. Cotton, who 
commanded the Philadelphia when she lay side by 
side of the Japanese crulser Naniwa, at Hawaii. 
In event of fight the Naniwa’s poss:bility of ef- 
ficiency would have been twice as great.’’ 


BURGLARS AT GRAY GABLES. 


They Find Little Plunder and Do Very Much

MEASURED IN MILLIONS. 


Monthly Showing of the Exports and Imports 
of the United States. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—The monthly 
statement of tthe exports and imports, issued by 
the Bureau of Statistics, shows. that the exports of 
domestic merchandise for December last amounted 
to $123,181,743, an increase as compared with De- 
cember, 1896, of over $7,000,000. For the twelve 

months the increase was over $93,000,000. 

The imports of merchandise during December 
last, amounted to $61,514,733, of which $24,184,588 was 
free of duty. This is a falling off in dutiable mer- 
chandise of over $8,500,000. For the twelve months 
the increase was about $54,500,000. 

The gold exports for December last amounted to 
$573,538, and the imports $2,110,018. For the tweive 
months there was a decrease in the exports of 
$23,873,087, and a decrease in the imports of §$73,681,- 
782. 

"The exports of silver during the last month 
aggregated $5,800,271, and the imports $1,063,352. 

The year’s figures show a decrease in the silver 
exports of $4,711,062 and $357,827 in the imports.

“Not long ago a play of mine, ‘The New Don 
Quixote,’ was refused a license on the score that 
it was immoral. ‘1 protested, and after a second 
appeal and some important changes my plece was 
licensed and copyrighted. My piece, for which I 
claim perfect, even austere morality, will surely be 
printed, if not presented, and I shall publicly ask 
the Lord Chamberlain under what influence he 
condemned my innocent work and afterward 
stamped his approval on a piece containing the 
most bestial and revolting incidents ever presented 
on our or any etage.”’ 

American actors and actresses are filling a large 
space one way or another now on the London 
stage. Three principal parts in the Lyceum piece 
are allotted to three American players—Robert Ta- 
bor, Ethel Barrymore and Miss Rockman. 

Irving's unique populartty and tinfiuence in the 
profession have prevented any open criticism of 
his apparent preference for American artists, but 
there is much grumbling in theatrical circles that 
he should set such a dangerous example.

The tournament promises to be a big so- 
clety event, as the private boxes are going 
rapidly, and on the night in question St. 
Louis’ Four Hundred promises to be well 
represented within. 


The local bicyclists and others inter- 
ested in bicycle racing are watching the 
work of buiiding the new track in the 
Coliseum, and what puzzles them most is 
the wonderful pitch given to the track at 
each curvé. henever Jack Prince, the 
veteran bicyclist, who is superintending .the 
pbuilding of the track, tells them that the 
pitch is the sg#me as in the New York track, 
which Cha nd Michael rode over, they 
won’t belief’e him.

The clubs composing the 
United Wheeling Clubs are the Century 
Road Club of Missouri, Kenneth Cycle Club, 
Southwest Cycle Club, Branch Guards’ Cy- 
cle Corps, Torpedo Cycle Club, Rover 
Cycle Club and Centaur Cycle Club, More 
than 350 members are represented in the 
organization.

Billy Madden Is Willing to Back Ruh- 
lin Against Him for Money, 
Chalk or Marbles. 


Our own Jake Holtman, known a long 
while as the champion heavyweight pugilist 
of St. Louis, and who last summer was 
whipper-in for Starter Curley Brown on the 
var.ous race tracks, is just now at Zanes- 
ville, O., putting in his spare time training 
Nick Burley. The latter is the champion 
middleweight pugilist of California. Jake 


seconded Burley when he Hcked Prof. Don- 
aldson, the colored fighter, known as 
nb ~ a pride, at Wheeling the other. 


Holtman in his letter to the Post-Dispatch 
Says: “Il am looking after Nick Burley’s in- 
t@rests and we are always looking for 4 
match with any one in his class.

So here is a good chance for the St. Louis 
boxers who are here at home and who have 
been waiting so long for somethi to turn 
up. It might be a good thing, too, for those 
who have the Pastime Club boxing matches 
in hand to bring Burley on here to take 
part in their exhibitions, 


Corbett left for Chicago with his company 
last night. His week at Havlin’s Theater 
was a most profitable one, full houses being 
the order all week. While in Chicago, Cor- 
bett says, he will do something that will 
make Fitz come to the front. 


If Corbett can’t get Fitz to meet him, and 
does not want to meet Maher, what is the 
matter with him meeting Gus Ruhlin? Billy 
Madden says: “Ruhlin has a record that 
entitles him to recognition from Corbett or 
Fitzsimmons. While Corbett and Fitz are 
playing the roles of human bellows in the 
newspapers, we are willing to put up our 
money for a forfeit to bind a match with 
either. That is, I will post a forfeit of $2500 
to bind a match with Corbett, Fitzsimmons, 
McCoy, Maher, Sharkey or Jeffries. Ruhlin 
has a record that entitles him to a hearing. 
He boxed a four-round draw with Peter 
Maker, went to a 20-round draw with Jef- 
fries, and had Tut Ryan, one of the clever- 
est men that Australia ever produced, prac- 
tically whipped in ten rounds. He was 
awarded the decision over Steve O’ Donnell 
in four rounds. In his bouts with Jeffries, 
Maher and O’Donnell he was a mere novice. 
Of course Ruhlin, unlike McCoy, Fitzsim- 
mons and Corbett has no theatrical graft 
On the side, Thé theatrical graft seems to 
be the El] Dorado for the boxers in these 
days after they have made a name. I guess 
the reason they don’t want to fight is that 
they would run the r‘sk of having their 
meal tickets spolled.”’ 

There have been many amusing tncident 
in the %-foot ring, but Peter erelix. the 
Australian heavyweight, who ig just now 
in St. Louis, relates one that takes the 
cake. While traveling through New South 
Wales, with a company of wrestlers and 
aparece. they reuched a town possessing a 
champion siightly more aggressive than the 
usual run. Ali he lacked to lead the world 
was opportunity, He weighed 175 pounds 
and Artie Tully, a 188 pound boxer was 
elected to meet the champion. In the first 
round Tully made a rus'n, banged the cham- 
pion on the jaw and floored him. When he 
arose he began a wild race about the ring, 
with Tuily in hot pursuit. As the champion 
rusihned past this own corner he shouted to 
his seconds: 

‘Throw up the sponge!” 

“There ain’t no sponge,’ shrieked the sec- 
onds, as he dashed past on the second jap. 
As he made the circuit for the third time, 
with Tully gaining, he howled frantically: 

at ell, Unrow up the bucket; throw up a 

ys” 


Kid McCoy says that if Fitz does not take 
up Corbett’s challenge he will be pater a 
self-confessed coward.

Gus Ruhlin js an unusually tall and won- 
Gerfuily muscled man. The muscles of his 
arms and legs and back have been beauti- 
fully developed. Though he strips at 1 
in good condition, he is about as fast on his 
feet as a rapid middle weight. 


Dan Stuart, who has returned to New 
York from his unsuccessful trip, in the 
West, says there is little hope of bringing 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons together. Stuart 
will have nothing more to do with the two 
men until they get down to business. Then 
he will put in a bid for the fight. 


Billy Brady, Corbett’s manager, is dis- 
gusted with the continued mouth fighting 
which the ex-champion keeps up night after 
night from the stage of the theaters in 
which he is showing. He says the public 
is tired of this and if kept up it is only a 
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question of time until pusttiete will be 
hissed off the stage for talking too much. 


When the year of kinetoscope exhibitions 
is up Fitzsimmons and Corbett may ‘fix it 
up” between them to gull the public out of 
@ little more money with another “‘cham- 
pionship”’ battle and another set of 
pictures. Until then, a continued stream of 
the wordy ‘“‘bluffs’’ which each is using to 
boom hig present business may be expected. 


No matter what Corbett’s final challenge 
contains to “startie the sporting world,”’ it 
will probably be treated about the same as 
his previous challenges by Fitzsimmons. 
Had not Corbett used practically the same 
tactics toward Fitz the latter could be con- 
demned more severely. Now it can only 
be said that Fitz is getting even.

However, when a basket ball team is regis- 
tered, a sanction is given for the year, The 
sanction fee is $2 per team for a year. 

It goes without saying that all amateur 
athletes must register, whether playing on 
basket ball teams or not. The registration 
f@ for each athlete for one year is $1. A 
registered athlete recéives, besides the pro- 
tect.on of the A. A. U., an 1898 card, which 
will admit him to all A. A..U. champion- 
ships and district championships, including 
outdoor field and track champlonshipa, 
basket ball championships, boxing and 
wrestling championships, billiard champlion- 
ships and to championships of other im- 
portant events.

audience. . 

This is the newest Grama. Its exponent 
Ys a St. Loulsan, strangely enough a 
Member of a Roman Catholic order. 
That the end of the century should bring 
us a womanless drama is but little more 
wonderful than that a man of his calling 
geek the drama as a literary medium, 
but then Brother Ambrose is a wonder- 
ful little man. He is a classicist, poet 
‘and educator. His literary work during 
the years he has been a member of the 
faculty of the Christian Brothers’ Col- 
lege has brought him more than passing 
‘fame. 

Within the week two of Brother Am- 
brose’s plays were produced at the Olym- 
pic Theater tp St. Louis.

light in the drama. The moisture of the 
eyes and the mobility of the lips tell the 
story. 

About his dress there is little to note, It 
is the garb of his order, a rusty black 
cassock reaching from his throat to his 
heels. 

On the rare occasions when he goes 
beyond the stone walls of the college 
grounds his plain black sack sult, clerical 
collar and stock might cause him to be 
mistaken for an Episcopalian minister. 

Heis a charming conversationalist and 
this he owes largely to the fact that he 
is something of an actor. He has caught 
a spark of that divine afflatus, that 


touch of genius which he holds essential gnirtea nis position from the circus ring 


to success on the stage—for men, and 
which he denies absolutely to the con- 
crete feminine. 

There is never an instant that the lines 
and muscles of his face are not used as 
an aid to language in the expression of 
his thoughts. He is earnest and incisive 
without being dogmatic. You feel that 
he is not pressing his views upon you. If 
you venture to differ with him he meets 
you on your own ground with an argu- 
ment; then he smiles ina peculiarly con- 
vincing way that makes you believe half 
against your will that the dim cloud is 
“very lke a whale.’’ Here are his the- 
ories: 

“You want to know why I write plays? 
Well, -when I began the work six years 
ago my idea was to supply a want which 
my experience told me existed in col- 
leges. I felt that students would be ele- 
vated if trained to an appreciation of the 
drama in its highest form. I set about 
devising entertainments which, while lit- 
erary, would have a touch of the dra- 
matic. I felt it would not be fair to take 
excerpts from a master like Shakspeare 
and get boys to render them when old 
actors scarcely do them Justice. 

“You might as well chip the nose off 
the Venus de Milo, place it on exhibition 
and ask the public to admire it. I felt 
that any successful performance must 
not only be within the grasp of the stu-

drama, but noattempt should be made to interpret the ideal inthe concrete. As soon as a flesh and blood 
woman tries tointerpret it, the beautiful concept falls to the earth.. Shakspeare’s most beautiful plays when 
first produced under the playwright’s personal direction had no woman inthe cast. 

Many actresses achieve success not so much by their merit as artists, nor by those spiritual qualities which en- 
noble and sweeten a woOman’s nature. Lack of those qualities, I am told,is the stepping stone on which some actresses 
have risen to fame. Three classes of men assure the easy ascent of the woman who is willing to exchange virtue for 
fame. 

First comes the clase of manager whose standard is not the standard of virtue; who sees in a woman only money- 
making power of her beauty of face and form. 

Second comes the young man who enjoys the doubtful distinction of being tn the company of women whose names 
are on the lips of play-goers. His acquaintance with actresses usually extends no farther than the greenroom. They 
take from his reputation to add to their notoriety and leave him only the consciousness that he has been a fool. 

The third class is drawn from the ranks of older men with money, and these are the most harmful They are the 
moving spirits of the stage to-day. 


Wie the ancients woman had no place on the stage. The ideal concept of woman should be suggested in the

termine how many characters I will in- 
troduce and the relations they shall bear 
to each other. I have usually a clearly 
defined central idea around which to 
work. I even think out the settings and 
work with them always in my mind's eye. 

“Once my concept of the play is formed, 
the work of writing it Is as easy as eat- 
ing. As I write the dialogue I put myself 
in the place of each character in turn, I 
share the lover’s love and the villain’s 
hate and get excited as the mischief as 
the climax approaches. 

“One thing I always do; Iavold impos- 
sibilities. I believe the drama’s mission 
is to educate. There should be no false 
note. The modern farce-comedy violates 
the possibilities. In real life a man who 
enters a drawWing room does not jump up 
in the air and fall down on the side of 
his face when a lady smiles on him He 
does that or something equally foolish in 
the farce-comedy. 

“I read a play recently tn which a po- 
liceman follows two men, forces open a 
door and enters the house. That could 
not happen in real life. The policeman 
would have to have a search warrant.” 

“Women,” sald Brother Ambrose, 
“have no place in my plays. That is, no 
woman or representation of a female 
character appears before the audience,

As did the ancients, I en- 
deavor to preserve the unities of time, 
place and action and to agglomerate such 
characters that the student in interpret- 
ing them will add something to his edu- 
cation and character. 

“T permit no funny work. Anyone can 
make a fool of himself. The clown has 


ways out of sight. Woman as an ideal 
concept is beautiful, as a concrete entity 
she is often in real life and not infre- 
quently on the stage a disappointment. 
When she attempts to portray a charac- 
ter she shatters an ideal. That is the 
great difference between the male and 
the female character. As far as human 
nature goes a man on the stage is not 
regarded as a woman is. A woman is 
admjred because of what she seems to 
be. A man is admired and respected for 
what he is. | 

“To be a man means so much. A man 
must be Industrious, ambitious and tal- 
ented to achieve and hold a high position 
in any walk of life. On the stage a wo- 
man needs some beauty to start with. 
After that the less character she has the 
greater are her chances of attaining a 
certain notoriety. 

“The great actors are true men in every 
sense. Sol Smith Russell, Willard and 
Jefferson find the drawing rooms of re- 
spectable families open to them. Of how 
many actresses can that be said? 

It was here that Brother Ambrose 
spoke his burning words about women 
in the drama. 

Diverting the art of acting, Brother 
Ambrose continued: “The philosophy of 
acting does not call for mimicry. An act- 
or is prostituting art when he descends 


to the stage. There are no clowns in my 
plays, though I occasionally admit a vein 
of sly, gentle humor. My humor is all in 
the situation, not in the work allotted to 
any individual performer.” 

Brother Ambrose went to some pains 
to explain his idea of humor, elucidating 
it with this instance: 

“In one of my plays a young man is 
very much in love wfth a young lady. He 
cannot go to her, but he sends her a 
bouquet. The audience sees the old col- 
ored messenger leave the scene with the 
flowers. The action progresses. Just at 
the climax, when something is needed to 
relieve the tenseness of the situation, 
the old negro returns with the flowers. 
Handing them to the young man, he 
says: ‘Miss Alleen say she don’ want 
none & yoh flowahs.’ There is humor. 

“The situation should bring out the 
humor,” oontinued Brother Ambrose, 
‘Sol Smith Russell ts one of the few 
comedians who recognize this. 
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to the imitation of passions and emo- 
tions that degrade a man, In “The Heart 
of Maryland’ I am told an actor imitates 
a drunken man with the horrors, That is 
debasing and repellent. I can appear as 
drunk as the veriest sot.” 

A wonderful change came over the 
black gowned little man. The muscles of 
his face relaxed. His tongue rolled on 
his lower lip. He talked incoherently and 
slapped at visions. He appeared so very 
drunk it was a relief to see him reassume 
the serenity that comported with his 
cloth. ' 

“You see, I can do that, but that isn’t 
art,” he said. “I can depict certain pas- 
sions by the formulations of the muscles 
of my face. I can seem angry.” 

Another change. Deep wrinkles fur- 
rowed Brother Ambrose’s forehead, his 
eyes flashed fire. Instinctively the re- 
porter looked around for an avenue of 
escape. The wrinkles faded and the ec- 
clesiastic actor smiled bruadly. 

“I can put unutterable love into my 
gaze,” said the little Brother, and he 
did. The soft eyes grew softer. Their 
pleading gaze was that of the lover. One 
listened for words of undying affection 
and thought of what the world had lost 
in the accession of this little mah to the 
ranks of the black-gowned fraternity. 

“That is art,” he eald; “for love is « 
noble impulse. 

“Now let me come back to what I sald 
about women. I spoke of those whom 
the world thinks successful. That there 
are g00d women on the stage I have no 
doubt, but the good ones, I am positively 
informed by those who should know, can- 
not hope for fame for the very reason 
that their goodness prevents them from 
paying the price that is set uponit.

THE CLOWN OF THE ST LOUIS BASTILE. 
ILLIAM ROBERTS, alias “Dublin,” 
is the Rigoletti of the City Jail. He 


\ y jests at everything. He jokes with 
himself. Although charged’ with murder, 
he is the livelicst man in prison. He has fun 
with the men who are jointly indicted with 
him for the murder and robbery of old 
Jacob Wienand. If he is ever brought to the 
gallows, as now seems probable, there is 
little doubt that he will give Brother 
Death a poke in the ribs and softly hum: 

Arrah, go’ way, 
You're only fodling! 

Dublin overflows with mirth. His imper- 
turbable good humor its contagious. There 
have been no riots since his advent in the 
city bastile. Men do not mutiny when they 


@re amused. The companions of Dublin 
Roberts will never want for a laugh. 


He was born in Ireland and owes his 
Mickname to his native city. He says he 
is 2% years old, but he-looks older. His wit 
is spontaneous, Life to him is a great joke. 
His voice is as unctuous as that of Wilkie 
Collins’ Count Fosco, the only fat villain 
fn literature. His words are as smooth as 
those of Mr. Pecksniff, but less guarded 
@nd more sincere. He is another Richard 
Brindsley Sheridan. He has no patience 
with those puritanic folk who “hope to 
merit heaven by making earth a hell.” As 
Byron said of young Haidee’s father: 

He is the mildest mannered man 
That ever scuttled ship or cut a throat. 

Although the murder of Jacob Wienand 
Was atrocious, and although Dublin has 
confessed to his share in the crime, the po- 
lice believe that hes not naturally a vil- 
Jain, but that he was led into it while in 
one of those reckless moods which have 
characterized his life. 

The grand jury was mentioned. 

“Devil a bit do I mind the grand jury,” 
gaid Dublin. “I see nothin’ grand about it. 
iAny old stiff can get mixed up.with the 
grand jury if he has money or a credit rat- 
ing. But it takes a good man to be a black- 
emith, and that’s what I was before I got 
promoted to jail. 

“The murder? 

“T’'ll not talk about it.

He told of how he crossed the ocean when

Dublin 
fis not far behind him. But Shepard joked 
about his victims. He gloated over the 
“good one” that robbed. Thomas Morton of 

s life, and boasted of the finesse of the 
blow that cleft the skull of Lizzie Leahy. 

Dublin’s humor is different, though ex- 
ceedingly grim at times. He has fun at the 
expense of his fellow prisoners. To most of 
them it is a mattér of stern reality, for 
they are not aware that he is joking. 

He ig more intelligent than the ordinary 
prisoner and reads every newspaper he can 
procure. One day another prisoner re- 
guested “him to read aloud. Dublin seized 
the opportunity to have a little fun. But he 
only pretended to read the paper. What he 
gave them was pure fiction, extemporized 
for the occasion. As readily as though they 
were im print, he “read’’ story after story 
relating to the prisoners around him. The 
most blood-curdling narratives that he could 
think of off-hand were launched forth with 
much oratory and great plausibility—all 
stories of imaginary crimes, in which the 
prisoners around him were made to figure as 
Sanguinary actors. 

The more intelligent prisoners understand 
the joke, but will not divulge it, for they 
enjoy the fun, As for the others,

find the American who saved his life. 

He was in St. Louis yesterday. By now he 

has reached Kansas City and probably his 
journey’s end. | 


It happened in the wilds of Africa. Wil- 
loughby was a mine owner. Charley Need- 
ham of Kansas City was a prospector. 

. When the Matabeles arose in rebellion two 

years ago and started out to exterminate 
every man, woman and child whose ekin 
Was white, Needham took refuge at Wil- 
loughby’s mine. 

There was a five months’ siege and finally 
a dash’ for life or death through the line of 
hostile impis. Willoughby reeled from his 
horse under a murderous blow from a knob- 
kerrie. Needham caught him as he fell, 
sabred his savage assailant, drew the limp 
form of the Englishman across his saddle 
end carried him 30 mileg to safety. 


Deeds of bravery and devotion such as 
this are not done for reward. The'American 
thought so little of his act that he did not 
wait to receive the Englishman’s thanks. 
Without intending it he put the Englishman 
to a lot of trouble. Willoughby made a eol- 
emn resolution te find Needham and at 
least shake his hand in testimony of his 
appreciation of the American’s gervice of 
bravery. It was a New Year’s resolution 
made in far off Tati two years ago.

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ARRY NEVILLE is dying of con- 
sumption in the City Jail at Louis- 
ville, Ky. He was born in 8t. Lous 

@8 years ago. More than half of his life has 
been spent as a criminal, He is now under 
sentence to imprisonment for life, under the 
habithal criminal act of Kentucky, He was 
refused a new trial and has taken his case 
to the Court of Appeals. He is widely known 
as a pickpocket, confidence man @nd burg- 
lar. Chief Desmond of St. Louis considers 
him one of the smoothest thieves in the 
country. Here is the story of his life, his 
days of plenty and his despair: 

“Refore I was 12 years old I fell in witha 
gang of boys who used to loaf around the 
levee in St. Louis, stealing whatever they 
eould get their hands on and selling it to 
gunk dealers for enough to buy candy with. 
Bome of the boys got a taste of whisky, and 
after that part of their money went for 
Mquor. 

“But I was too shrewd to drink. 

“7 saw the other boys lying in a drunken 
etupor, and found that while they were 
sleeping I could turn my hand to more 
thievery and profit by it. 

“T began to think it smart to have money, 
and lied to my mother about the way I got 
it. I thought I was making it easy and de- 
termined always to make it chat way. It was 
far better, I thought, than working. 

“My mind was inflamed by stories of dar- 
ing robberies told in the paper-backed books 
I bought for 6 and 10 cents apiece, and one 
of my ambitions was to become & noted 
eritminal. 

“My parents were respectable people, well 
known in St. Louis, and had considerable 
money. I had all the comforts a boy could 
reasonably wish for, but some devilish in- 
stinct impelled me to run away from home. 
When I was 12 years old I left home, and my 
parents spent a small fortune trying to lo- 
cate me, as I learned later. 

“Finally they gave me up fer dead. I 
mever communicated with them. I have al- 
ways tried to conceal my identity, through 
respect for them. To this day, I do not be- 
lieve that they have any idea where I am 
or what I have been doing.

“When I think of what they are and 
what I am, and of what I have missed, I 
am tempted to commit suicide. Death would 
be a relief from my present condition, 
Even if I could get rd of this infernal 
cough I would never be any geed. 

“When 1] was only 13 years old I was ar- 
rested in Louisville on a charge of grand 
larceny. I was convicted and remained in 
jail three months. Ever since that time I 
have been in trouble. When I wasn’t in the 
penitentiary in Missouri or Kentucky I was 
dodging the police somewhere else. All my 
life hag been a batile against the law. 

“It is needless to say that I have been the 
loser. 

“Hven before I got out of my teens I 
realized that there was nothing in the life 
of a burglar, but what could I do? I was 
already branded as a criminal, and the po- 
lice never give a man a chance, no matter 
how earnestly he may desire to reform. I] 
can't say that I wanted to change my 
course—at least, I never tried—although I 
knew that detection was certain. I had the 
mame of being a criminal. I thought I 
might as well have the game. 

“A burglar sells his booty and enjoys the 
money while it lasts, but he soon runs 
through with it, and then has to prepare 
for another ‘job,’ I think I know as much 
@bout the business as anybody, and I say 
that there is nothing in it for any man. 

“A burglar and a gambler are very much 
alike in some respects. Both get their 
money easily and epend it recklessly. They 
are either flush or dead broke. They may 
have smooth eailing for a while, but in ’ 
the end luck will turn against them, just 
as 't has turned against me. 

“The happiest year I ever spent was 1895. 
I had a littie trouble, of course. I was ar- 
rested here and there, but it looked lke ft 
wag impossible for them to ‘stick’ me. . 

“I did ‘jobs’ galore tn St. Louls, several 
in Chicago and a few in Louisville.

“Having already served two termes in the 
Kentucky Penitentiary I was convicted un- 
Ger the habitual criminal] act. 

“After having been arrested jn Louisville 
at the age of 13 years for grand larceny, 
I returned to 8&t. Louls and was soon in 
custody, charged with burglary. I was sent 
to the House of Refuge, but escaped. I re- 
mained away two years after that, and 
when I returned the first thing I 4id was 
to steal $1000 worth ef diamonds from an 
actor. 

“That crime cost me twe years’ imprisoa- 
ment in the Missourl Penitentiary. 

“Soon after my release I shot a police- 
man. I was arrested, but escaped and fied 
to Lou'sville. There I was again arrested, 
and was taken back to St. Louis for trial, 
but escaped conviction. 

“During the year following that I was ar 
rested six times in St. Louls, and served 
three terms in the Workhouse, 

“In 1887, in Louisville, I was found guilty 
of highway robbery and was sentenced to 
a term of two years in the penitentiary at 
Frankfort.

HE announcement that the head of the Ppis- 
copalian Church of the diocese of New York 
hes tacitly given his approval of the mar- 

riage of a divorced woman prompts this communi- 
cation 

Countless women are to-day asking the question 
that has been pounding at my heart continuously 
gince reading in your paper an account of a dinner 
given by a society leader for her daughter, lately 
divorced and remarried, at which the Bishop of 
the diocese of New York was the most conspicuous 
guest. 

What about me? What of my martyrdom, what 
of my religion that has enforced and insisted upon 
that martyrdom? What about the thousands of 
women who have been told and taught as I have 
been by the Church of Pngland, from the bishop to 
the curate, that the marriage service means liter- 
ally what it says, that a vow taken for life and for 
death means for life and for death, that for better 
and for worse, and that the church of God recog- 
nizes no difference between the man and woman 
living in open adultery and the remarried divorced 
man or divorced woman? | 

Briefly, let me state my own case, and ff in its re 
cital its truth be not hideously apparent then may I 
who write these lines rever emerge from the ter- 
rible shadows that so long have encompassed me! 

When I was 15 years old I met the man I 
afterward married. 

I was a little girl even for my years, stil) In short 
@resses, with my hair in braids hanging down my 
shouldere. I was an orphan, spending my summer 
vacation with my kinsmen. I was just from the 
Episcopal convent, where I was being educated. The 
We met ata 
child's party; I was one of the children. He was one 
of the grown people asked to see the little ones 
dance. My father had left me an estate valued at 
$65,000. 

The man of 32 afterward told me that he deter- 
mined that first evening to marry me. He was of 
excellent family and had great expectations finan- 
olally. It was well known that at one time he had 
been dissipated; he had sown his wild oats, but he 
was conceded to be the best match in the town. 

He made no secret of his affection for me. 

T was fascinated, charmed and unquestionably 
elated that I ‘had won the love of the great beau of 
the town in which we lived. I returned to the con- 
vent much impressed with my own importance, and 
when my aunt next came to see me accompanied by 
Mr. X——, who in ‘her presence assured me that his 
happiness in life depended upon my becoming his 
little wife, I was quite willing to accept the flatter- 
ing prospect. 

I was married on my 16th birthday to this man, 

During the few months of our engagement I eome- 


times thought my fiance got very angry over trifling 
things, but he never lost his temper with me; it was 
usually with a servant or he would whip his horses 
or his dogs, and it frightened me just a little. 

YT told him that he made me afraid, and he put his 
arms about me and kissed me and said, ‘Yes, I 
have an awfully bad temper, but you are my little 
queen, you need never fear me.” And I did not 
then. 

My first long dresses were made for my wedding 
trousseau. Looking back upon myself at that time 
and upon my.total lack of comprehension of what I 
was about to undertake, I stand appalled. I hon- 
estly can only remember of that time that every- 
body at my aunt's talked end thought of my 
clothes, my beautiful jewels, of the splendor of my 
approaching wedding, the latter as @ society spec- 
tacle, nothing more. That matrimony could have a 
grave, solemn or serious side no one suggested. No 
human being ever told me what it really meant. 
I had no more idea of the sacredness of true mar- 
riage than of the hideousness of the life I was about 
to enter upon, the life of a child-wife. 

Just as wo were about to descend to the great 
drawing-room where the marriage ceremony was to 
be performed, my fiance took me in his arms and 
with a vehemence that terrified me he said, ‘‘Before 
this hour is past you will Se mine, body and soul.” 

Three weeks after our wedding, while we were 
etill on our bridal journey, and my husband was en- 
tertaining some of his old friends at luncheon, I 
crept into a little church near the hotel where we 
were stopping and there on my knees I prayed to 
God to let me die. 

I had no mother, no sister, no human being to 
whom I could go. My aunt had mever invited my 
confidence. I was devoutly religious: I had my 
God, I belleved In him and I begged and entreated 
him ta take me to my own mother and in pity to 
let me die. There are too many women who will 
understand why I wanted to dle. 

IT had a little purse tn my pocket, containg a 
large sum of money, which my husband had tossed 
into my lap that morning. When he gave it to me 
he did so with words that were so brutally insulting 
that I was almost stunned. They were not the first 
coarse words of terribly brutal meaning I had heard 
from his lips during those weeks in which I had so 
sadly learned what it meant to belong tohim. Be- 
fore I left the church I placed my little purse, its 
contents untouched, upon the poor box. 

My baby came when I was one day over17. When 
my little son was 5 weeks old his father inherited a 
fortune of nearly $2,000,000. Hé was brought home 
drunk every day for two weeks after by one or 
more of his dissipated companions. From that time 
he drank continually, 

I do not believe he was ever really sober for an

It 
is the product of a trained and scientific 
mind, worked out slowly, laboriously, in the 
face of many failures and obstacles that 
appeared at first insurmountable. 

If all that is claimed for this illuminant 
be true it is one of the greatest discoveries 
of all times. It is more marvelous than the 


“¥vYacuum tube light discovered by Tesla. 


The globes are made in sizes Varying from 
@n ordinary egg to the covering of an arc 
light. Some of them glow with a soft, dim 
light, while the large ones possess ex- 


-traordinary pbrilliancy. 


The brilliancy of the larger sizes depends 
upon the degree of exigustion in the globe. 
If a perfect vacuum could be obtained the 
inventor declares that the human eye could 
mo more bear the light than it can look 
He says that the 
only obstacle that now stands in the way 
of complete success is the exhaustion of the 
@lobes and the sealing of them. This is a 
purely mechanical problem which does not 
give him great concern.

oven when Nickum had convinced himself 
that he had succeeded in producing a new 
light ‘he guarded his secret, But there came 
a time when it was necessary to have as- 
sistance, He sent for his brother, J. R. 
Nickum of Topeka, Kan, It was decided to 
give a few persons an exhibition of the il- 
luminant. J. 8. Lairy, a leading attorney 
of the town, was the first outsider to see it. 

“An opportunity wag first given me to 
witness the invention about two weeks 
ago,’ said Mr. Lairy. “Nothing had been 
planned in advance, and when.I entered the 
laboratory no globes were burning. Mr. 
Nickum said he would give me a thorough 
demonstration of the method he was work- 
ing upon, After giving a scientific explana- 
tion of how his light was produced he took 
some chemicals and placed them in a giass 
globe about two inches in diameter, The 
globe was attached to an air pump and the 
room darkened.

It was only a few months ago that Tesla 
announced that he had conceived an inven- 
tion by which electricity could be trans- 
mitted over the whole earth and be made 
to work at the wiil of man. 

The invention is still In the experimental 
stage, but he declares that there Is not a 
possibility of its failure. He has discovered 
a means of producing steam from the rays 
of the sun. The steam runs 4 steam engine 
which generates electricity. 

The first apparatus, which was made 
more than two years ago, had no more 
driving force than a Newfoundland dog. It 
was a huge, unwieldy thing, entirely impos- 
sible for practical purposes, but it demon- 
strated the truth of the principle. 

He set abomf perfecting his invention, 

‘ He has nearly completed a new engine with 
a twenty-four horse-power capacity. Its 
cost is so small, its dimensions make it so 
easily handled that nothing now stands in 
the way of building the apparatus on a 
large scale. 

When Tesla has secured a patent on his 
invention he will make public “the minute 
details of the principle and exhibit the ap-

of possibility. 

“Everyone will remember the days ef the 
horse cars when electric street railways 
were first talked about as possibilities, The 
suggestion of cars running along the street 
without horses in front of them was 
laughed at. But now the people have trol- 
ley cars running in villages where, a few 
years ago, horse cars were considered too 
expensive, and they pay no more attention 
to the marvel they witness every day than 
they do to an express wagon rumbling 
along, the same street. f 

“It will be the same with the motive 
power generated by harnessing the rays of 
the sun. The first two months that the 
generating stations are in operation they 
will be places of intense interest, but after 
that the people will think no more about 
them, except as business places. They will 
regard them as little as they do gas tanks, 
electric light stations or water reservoirs, 

hey will simply suggest monthly or quar 

erly bills, such as they now pay for water 
and gas, except that the bills will be very, 
much less, 


“I do not care at this time to go into de 
tails. I have not yet begun the practical 
part of the work. But I will say that the 
results so far achieved are all that I could 
desire, and they place all possibility of « 
failure beyond the shadow of a doubt 


“I am certain that the new apparatus will 
come into speedy and general use. Its cost 
is so insignificant that it cannot be ignored. 
After the apparatus has been placed in 
station there is absolutely no expense 
running it for years, except the salaries 
engineers and the emall cost of the wear 
and tear, which will eventually be anything 
but expensive. 

“The whole business will be so simply ar- 
ranged that there will be no probability of 
its breaking down, but even if it should °* 
there would be nothing to prevent the 
storage of sufficient electricity for a whole 
year’s supply in case of an accident to the 
generating machinery.

"I do not think that the pulpit knows 
what Christianity ts, because that which is 
taught in the theological seminary is no: 
Christianity, whatever else it may be. 

“I am reluctantly coming to believe that 
‘Christianity, as it is organized, is the most 
Serious obstacie in the way of the realiza-

GEORGE D0. HERRON, 
Professor of Applied Christianity in lowa College. 
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To a friend he wrote: “I am reluctantly 
and with marvel discovering that a man’s 
relation to the church has absolutely noth- 
ing to do with his character as a man of 
justice and righteousness in his social and 
industrial relations.” 


He claims for the Christian law the ultt- 
mate authority to rule sovial practice,. urges 
the application of the principles of Christi- 
anity to the social and economic difficulties 
of the present and presents Christ as the 
Living Master and King of men and His 
kingdom as a complete ideal of human so- 
ciety to be realized on earth. 


One of Prof. Herron’s most recent books 
is called ‘The Christian State,” with “A 
Political Version of Christ’ as a gub-title, 
These are a few of the passages which shed 
light on his views: 


“The mission of the State is not fulfilled, 
but rather begun, In the liberty of the indl- 
vidual. Liberty is but the means to the 4i- 
vine social end,’ 


“Every distinction between the nature of 
the moral law and the nature of the law 
of the state is an evil imagination and a 
political fatuity. 

“One does not need to throw dynamite 
bombs to be the destroyer of society and an 
anarchist in fact; he need only be a law 
unto himself. 

Our social troubles are largely due to our 
exalting property te the place and rever- 
ence that belong to human beings in the 
enactment and administration of law. 

“The church was not sent to build up an 
institution of religion that should be more 
holy than the world, but to permeate and 
possess all the world, the world’s people 
and institutions and machinery, with the 
holiness of Christ. 


“When we try to make the messages of 
God to a dead people take the place cf the 
messages of God to a living people, we sro 
the embezziers of spiritual funds, and have 
caused the Bible te separate the people 
from God.” 

Through the efforis of Rev. Frank G. 
Tyrrell, N. O. Nelson, F. W. Crundan and 
some others, Frof. Herron will speak in St. 
Louis next Sunday for the first time He 
ls expected to arrive Saturday and remain 
until Monday.

Ninety Per Cent of Human Mad- 
ness is Due, It Is Claimed, to 
the Miseries and Excesses 


of “Single Blessedness.” 


LET BACHELORS AND MAIDS BEWARE. 


UPID Is the foe of insanity. This fact 
3 is vouched for by physicans. Some 
even go so far as to claim that the 
negligence of Cupid heretofore is responsi- 
ble for 90 per cent of the insanity now ex- 
isting. Ail single folk, some aver, are in 
constant danger of the madhouse. An 
Eastern physician advocates a law com- 
pelling all persons to marry between the 
ages of 19 and 2 years, although In special 
cases he would extend the limit to 35 years. 
He declares that a young man without the 
restraint of marriage is a standing candi- 
date for a padded cell. 


Dr. Edward C. Runge, superintendent of 
the St. Louis City Asylum for the Insane, 
Bays: 

“We have no means for getting at the 
precise figures on insanity in the United 
States,’’ said Dr. Runge, “a fact which I 
regret exceedingly. I can only quote the 
records of our own institution, and they 
seem to bear out the assertion that matri- 
mony Is the foe of insanity. 

“In 1896 there were admitted to this asy- 
lub 234 patients, of whom 69 were unmar- 
ried men; 38 unmarried women, 50 married 
men; 46 married women, with the remain- 
ing 31 about evenly divided between widows 
and widowers. 

“However, I must confess that I do not 
agree with the physician who believes men 
should marry between the ages of 19 and 26, 
Nineteen years, I cons-:der, is below the de- 
veloping age of men in this country, and 
the divorce court records prove that the 
greater per cent of unhappy marriages ara 
those made before the developing age In 
either the man or woman, or both, has been 
reached. That age for men in this climate, 
I should say, ig about the 2%th year. But as 
there is danger in marriage below the de- 
veloping age, so is there just as great dan- 
ger in late marriages. 

It is very easy to see why marriage is a 
great safeguard against insanity. It is a 
restraint, an anchor. Marriage means a 
responsibility, and it means an escape valve 
for worry. Sympathy lLIghtens grief, and 
worry and grief do more toward filling the 
madhouses of the country than all other 
combined causes. 

“A married man hag something to think 
about—a great deal to think about, the 
comic papers would have us believe—and 
this same sense of responsib.lity keeps him 
from being what you might call ‘flighty.’ A 
young man without the steadying influences 
of a family, unless he is vastly different 
from most other young men of these bust- 
ling end-of-the-century times, is irritable 
and restless. He smokes, drinks and Keeps 
late hours.

This agent maintains that the banks Gre 
holding back the progress of the city by re- 
fusing to lend money on good real estate 
security—on property that is above criticism 
when viewed as collateral. With more lib- 
erality, shown in a perfectly safe manner 
to the banks, there could and would be an 
era of building in St. Louis this spring that 
would be eclipsed only by the record of 


Assessor Fredericks’ speech at the ban- 
quét contained one clause that is much ap- 
preciated.

Al) large cities are 
directly indebted to the real estate agent 
for every improvement that is made. He is 
the ‘disinterested’ party who can see possi- 
bilities that the ordinary owner persistently 
He promotes subdivisions and 


monthly bill of a gasliight company and the 
exasperating sprinkling bill. 

‘Nine transfers out of ten are made by 
the real estate agent, whereas if ieft to 
owners to ‘dicker’ not one case in 2 would 
‘go through.’ The generous owner kindly 
‘permits’ the agent, at considerable expense 
(to the agent), to advertise property for 
sale, and when a reasonable offer is made 
will refuse to sell. That owner ordinarily 
asks a few weeks after for the same offer.

They are, 
however, more a subject for my than re- 
gentment and their after life of regret is 
sufficient punishment, perhaps, for their 
want of confidence in the real estate agent.

Gas showed comparative steadiness, but 
they were unable to withstand the common 
tendency of the market. London pr.ces 
showed that market disturbed by the same 
influences which were effective here, but the 
actual dealings here for foreign account 
were upon a small scale. Sugar Refining, 
which was one of the active features, con- 
tinued very weak, and Manhattan also de- 

clined sharply. 

After the. publication of the bank state- 
ment there was a perceptible diminution of 
pressure, and some fractional recoveries 
were noted. Trading at the close was act- 
ive and rather feverish, with general de- 
clines throughout the list. The consolidated 
banks’ statement would seem to indicate 
even greater ease in the money market. | : 

The week’s stock market has been active 
and jn the main firm. Clear evidences of 
the shifting of specuiative interest from old 
to new groups of stcecks have been notice- 
able. Thus the granger shares, which were 
the leaders of the market in 1897, have bare- 
ly held their own on no more than a moder- 
ate volume of business, wh'le stocks iden- 
tified with the Vanderbilt name have be- 
come active and strong. The same qualifies 
have been shown in a notable degree by 
Union Pacific and Northern Pacific issues, 
and for a number of reasons the securities 
of these roads offer great attract-ons to 
speculators. A third group of stocks, 
which likewise show advances this week, 
are the 4ocal street railway shares, with 
Manhattan the leader here. In all of these 
cases there have been reasons more or less 
specific for the particular course taken by 
the stocks named. So, too, the hesitating 
tendency of the granger shares is not 
difficult to undergtand. After having had a 
noteworthy advance in the past year on 
conditions which largely increased the 
earnings of these companies they now rest 
between two crop seasons. For some time 
to come stocks must continue to occupy 
a sort of half-way position between tne 
investment and speculative classes of se- 
curities. 

Considerable attention has been directed 
toward the shares of the Vanderbilt prop- 
erties, which have been conspicuously 
strong and uncommonly active. In the 
case of New York Central the satisfactory 
progress of the refunding operation has 
offered a tangible explanat on of the course 
of that stock. Lake Shore’s similar opera- 
tion has progressed even further, and the 
stock of the company is somewhat nearer 
the benefits which will accrue from the 
saving in interest charges. No plan for the 
refunding of the high-rate Michigan Cen- 
tral bonds has as yet been promulgated, but 
one may be expected before long. This com- 
pany has matur'ng in 1902 $8,000,000 7 per 
cents and has $2,000,000 5 per cents due the 
same year. Extended at 4 per cent, this 
would be an appreciable saving on the $18,- 
733,000 of the company’s stock. Aside from 
these material points, moreover, there is 
reason to believe that a new spirit is be- 
ginning to influence the management of the 
Vanderbilt lnes, and that as a result the 
stockholders may. look for better things in 
the way of net earnings. The personal equa- 
tion in the case is a member of the family 
in question (W. K. Vanderbilt), whose en- 
ergy and ability have been pares ad- 
mitted, but in recent years they have not 
been occup'ed exclusively with business af- 
fairs. There are abundant evidences that 
this gentleman is concerning himself more 
closely with the affairs of the companies 
identified with his name, and favorable re- 
sults are anticipated therefrom. Unfavor- 
able comments have been made upon the 
general polcy of the management of the 
New York Central as contrasted with that 
of the Lake Shore Co., and it is believed 
that the personal influence in question will 
be largely directed toward bringing the 
standard of the first more in line with that 
of the other. 

The week’s rumors growing out of the un- 
usual activity tn these stocks, to the effect 
that a physical consolidation of these vari- 
ous properties was contemplated, are not 
credited. At any rate, the course of these 
securities in the market has been among the 
potent influences in the speculative situa- 


/ tion and must be regarded as noteworthy, 
aside from what may prove to be the real 


significance thereof. The purchase of a con- 
trolling interest in the Oregon Short Line 
Co. for the account of the Union Pactfice 
was announced this week, which has fur- 
ther stimulated the speculation, as it js 
expected that all the Northwestern and 
transcontinental lines will profit largely 
through the rush of business in the sprin

Klondike countries. In order to allow the 
American roads to compete profitably with 
the Canadian lines for this business, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission has sus-

An essential element of strength in the 
situation is the rapid return of the money 
market tv easier conditions. The Union 
Pacific payments were completed last week, 
and the Government has been a large dis- 
burser of money by reason of the January 
In addition 
the local bagkKs are now gaining largely 
froen the intaplor, the week's receipts on 
this account béing upward of $3,000,000. while 
the shipments of currency are a negative 
uantity. The banks still hold $38.000,000 of 
yovernment money on account of the Union 
Pacific settlement, but it would not be sur- 
prising if the state of the money market 
drove them to surrender at least a part of 
the amount, as their profit ceases with re- 
duced interest rates. Many trustworthy 
judges of the money market have been sur- 
prised at the rapidity with which rates have 
fallen. The bearing of this fall on the ae- 
¢urity market and on the several refunding 
schemes and large projects of business con- 
now pending is, however, plain.

"ISSUE OF FRAUDULENT TICKETS 


| SANTA FE RAILROAD OFFICIALS

A SUICIDE IS RECALLED. 


_Intimated That the Death of Walter 
Young Was Due to His Being 
Fearful of Exposure—Ambs 
Makes a General Denial.

| County, was rearfested yesterday afternoon 
and taken before Judge Fiitcraft, where he 
id not fare so well. 
The charge against Ambs is that he sold 
fraudulent tickets over the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe road. 

Deputy Sheriff Troll, who arrested Ambs 
Friday at Twenty-first end Market streets, 
telegraphed the fallure of the attempt, and 

' Deputy Sheriff Charles B. Davis of Buch- 


a@nan County came at once to St. Louis to 
do the work as Judge Murphy seemed to 
think !t ought to be done. Yesterday after- 
noon Sheriff Davig found Ambs at 2220 Wal- 
mut street, where he does a ticket scalper's 
business. Ambs accompanied the Buchanan 

County deputy to the Four Courts, where 
the prisoner was treated with as much con- 
sideration as they ever accord bank-wreck- 
ing presidents in Ludlow Street Jail. 

He Was given an easy char in Deputy 
Jalier Will Wagner's office while friends 
went out to get attorneys. They engaged 
David Goldsmith and Simon T. Bass, who 
accompanied Ambs before Judge Flitcraft. 
The attorneys filed a writ of habeas corpus, 
which Judge Fliiteraft made returnable 
Monday morning, while he took the matter 
under adv-sement. 

Ambs was remanded to jail in charge of 
Deputy Sheriff Davis, but instead of being 
paced in a cell he was again permitted to 
pass the afternoon im the Deputy Jailer’s 
office, Ambs was cautioned not to speak to 
newspaper reporters by his attorneys, and 
he conversed pleasantly upon all topics ex- 
cept his arrest and the charge against him. 

He told a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
that he had been living tn St. Louis for a 
year, and that he was born in this city, 
and had lived Here all his life, saving three 
years which he spent in St. Joseph and 
Kansas City. 

The charge against Ambs recalls the sut- 
cide of Walter Young, who was city pas- 
senger and ticket agent in St. Joseph for 
the Santa Fe Rallroad. He killed himself 
three years ago by taking arsenic and it 
was supposed at the time that his suicide 
— on account of treuble he had with his 
wi e. 

Later the ratlroad company discovered 
that a large number of. fraudulent tickets 
were being sold in St. Joseph. They were 
on the books as having been sold by way of 
nopens. to points In Kansas, but when the 
ticket coupons came in they showed that 
they had been used to points in California, 
the South and as.far-ae New York. It is 
charged by the officials that Ambs plaeed 
the tickets im a bank in St. Joseph as 
collateral security before he left the city. 
He was unable to redeem them, they say, 
and the bank was seliing them through an- 
other ticket broker. The theory is that 
there Was a conspiracy to rob the rallroad 
company by means of these tickets and that 
Young killed himself because he feared dis- 
covery. 

The extent of the fraud is not known, as 
it came from an unexpected source. The 
fraudulent tickets were kept in the bank 
more than a year before they were put on 
the market again. Young’s accounts were 
found apparently all right after his death. 

bs says he knew Walter Young well, 
Dut he denies that he was im any way im- 
plicated in the causes which led to Young’s 
guicide. 

“T was in Kansas City when Walter killed 
hirnself,”” said Ambs to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “and anyone who intimates that I 
Was connected with {ft is a liar. 

“T have nothing to say regarding the rail- 
road's charges, except to declare my in- 
nocence,”’

A FOOTPADS FUNERAL 


“FOXY” M’DONALD’S REMAINS 
LAID TO REST IN CALVARY 
‘WITH MUCH CEREMONY. 


THERE WERE MANY MOURNERS. 


The Casket Was of White and Gilt and 
There Was an Abundance 
of Flowers. 


Joe H., alias “Foxy” McDonald, the foot- 
pad who was killed by George Graham, the 
wienerwurst peddler, was buried yesterday 
afternoon from the family residence. 

But no matter what he was considered by 
the police, he had been a loved son and 
brother and a dear friend to many, and 
they met there to console those left behind 
and pay what respect they could to a 
memory. 

The coffin was of white, handsomely em- 
bossed and trimmed with gilt plates and 
handles. The floral pieces were exquisite. 
In the center rested a wreath of delicate 
ferns, surmounted with white immortelles 
and bearing in purple flowers the inscrip- 
tion, “Our Brother.” At the head wag a 
beautiful design of a white dove with out- 
stretched pinions, bearing a leaf in its beak 
and hover.ng over a wreath of costly ferns, 
evergreens and lilies. At the foot was a 
third piece and the three almost concealed 
the top of the coffin. 

The house was crowded with mourners, 
sympathizing friends, neighbors and 4ac- 
quaintances, the majority being women, 

A crowd had gathered outside and at 
nearly every house on both sides of the 
streets the occupants had their faces pressed 
to the window panes or stood at their doors 
shivering in the falling snow, but filled 
with the consuming morbid curiosity to see 
the body borne frem the house. 

The pall-bearers were six well dressed, 
strapping, decent looking young fellows. 
The “pals” of the dead footpad were con- 
spicuous~by their absence. A group of 
(ough-looking young men, only two of 
whom wore overcoats, the others dressed 
in threadbare clothing and shivering with 
cold, stood outside. They followed the body 
to the church and as théy entered—one re- 
marked: “Gee, but its a long time since 
dis gang was at church.” The rest laughed 
in recognition of the joke and one said he 
was at church one Easter in the indefinite 
past, 

it required 19 carriages to convey the 
funeral party to the church, Services were 
held at the Rock Church, on Grand avenue. 
The body was met at the door by a priest 
and acolytes, bearing candles. Siowly they 
preceded the coffin to the altar, while the 
mourners and curious spectators sought 
seats, 

The services were brief. The priest mut- 
tered a prayer and the acolytes swung the 
incense censors. The pali-bearers bore their 
burden again to the hearse. The mourners 
re-entered their carriages. ‘‘Foxy’’ McDon.- 
ald was carried to his last resting place in 
Calvary Cemetery, his body covered with 
the emblems of love and purity.

He will remain three 
weeks in Canada, inspecting the work of the 
army and will return then to the United 
States. He will begin h'§ American tour 
on Feb. 10 in Washington. After that he will 
visit Pittsburg, Columbus, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Denver, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, Portland, Seattle and Spo- 
kane, at which last place he will be on 
March 12. Then the General will cross 
again over into Canada, and visit Victoria, 
Vancouver and Winnipeg. 

‘On March 19 he will reach Minenapolis 
and then St. Paul. From March 20 to 31 he 
will be in Chicago.

COURT ON MONDAY. 


MR. CROW ON THE 7RUSTS. 


He Believes Common Law Can Be Suc- 
cessfully Invoked Against the 
Combines, Even if Statutory 
Laws Fail 


Attorney-General Crow and Judge R. B. 
Rombauer had a conference yesterday at 
the Planters’ Hotel respecting the proceed- 
ings to be instituted against Judge Bland 
of the Court of Appeals for alleged viola- 
tion of the corrupt practices law. 

“I came down from Jefferson City,”’ gaid 
the Attorney General, “for the purpose of 
eubmitting to Judge Rombauer my appiica- 
tion to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
quo warranto in the Bland case, We went 
over the document together and the Judge 
gave it nis entire approval. The proceeding 
is an unusual and rather delicate one, and 


I desire that évery step of my action should 
be clear to the extent of my authority. 
‘Under the law of Missouri it is within 
my province to fix the date wherein Judge 
Bland may file an answer. I will present 
my application Monday, and he will be 
iven ten days in which to respond. If his 
domsutrer should be sustained, the case 
fails. If it is overruled, then I suppose the 
Supreme Court will appoint a commissioner 
to take testimony.”’ 
Speaking of his contemplated proceedings 
to enforce compliance with the Julian law 
and the law prohibiting trusts and trade 
combinations, the Attorney General said: 
“From my long and thorough investiga- 
tion into the anti-trust laws and decisions 
in this country I am satisfied proceedings 
can be maintained in the courts of Mis- 
souri that will fully meet the requirements 
of the law. 
“Tt has been the desire and demand of the 
people to have plenty ..f statutes coverin 
all thess subjects, v?hn severe crimina 
penalties attached. Asa partial] result, tes- 
timony is difficult to obtain, because the 
witnesses from whom valuable evidence 
might be obtained can qaim their right of 
refusal to giye testimony that might in- 
criminate themselves. 
“Under a proceeding at common law they 
can make no such claim of exemption, and 
the result is a speedy and certain ascertain- 
ment of the facts. It was under the com- 
mon law the Sugar Trust was investigated 
and declared in violation of public rights. 
Under the common law the Whisky Trust 
was demolished ‘n the Illinois courts, and 
by a similar procedure the trustg of this 
State can be dissolved. 
“I expect to be in Kansas City Monday 
morning, where State Insurance Superin- 
tendent Orear and myself expect to begin 
taking testimony in the suits brought by 
the State against the Board of Underwr't- 
ergs of Kansas City to dissolve the charters 
of such insurance companies which have, 
through the board, entered into a combina- 
tion with the St. Louis Board of Under- 
writers to establish and maintain certain 
rates of insurance. 
“The Kansas City Board admits the alle- 
gations of a combine, but claims it has the 
right to fix prices by virtue of an exemption 
of Kansas C'ty and St. Louis from the 
pe rege of the law. If the court sustains 
that plea, then the State will fall back upon 
its suit against the Kansas City Board for 
maintaining a combination with the St. Jo- 
seph Board. I am of the opinion the In- 
surance Trust cannot escape. One or both 
of the act'ons against it by the State must 
certainly be upheld. 
“Here in St. Louls there {fs abundant ne- 
cessity for action under the Julian law. I 
believe that law ts constitutional. No per- 
son or corporation has a right to the public 
streets without conmpensat'ng the public. 
Moreover, I do not believe vested rights 
can be acquired. Persons who invest in 
public enterprises over the highways do so 
of their own free will and accord, and have 
no other claim beyond that of sufferance.”
